Great as has been the amount of labo.- ex- 
pended on the various Bibles in the .vorSd, 
the paini tor execution mast be ?iven to the 
Kutho-daw, which is a Buddhist monument 
near Mandalay. in Burma. It consists ol 
about a hundred temples, each coDtaintng a 
slab of white marble on which the whole of 
ihe Buddhisis" Liible. consistir.c- of nic-re th3a 
8,ocio,coo syllables, lias been engraved. Tht 
Burmese alphabet is used, hut the lang.:age 
is Pali. This .vonderful Bible is ab=io!utely 
unique. The K utho-daw was erected in 1857 
by Mindon-M::i, the last king but one of 
Burma. The vast colltction of temples to- 
gether form i- square with a dominating 
temple in the ceritre. nach of the marble, 
slabs on which the sacred texts are inscribe*! 
is surmounted bv an ornamental canopy in 
pagtxia form.

Making my annual visit and appeal to the 
above town on behalf of S. A. funds, 1, to 
my great disappointment, found that those 
who had on previous visits given to me had 
iciL Liic iutvu. Tiie uuLiook (particuiariy as 
all E.v.sU^h towns are suSering fioui a pro- 
tracted depression) wsi black enough. 

One gentleman, a Baronet, whose name I 
had on my list, seven j-cars before had given 
£50, but had refused me in the interval of 
time, I determined to try and see him again, 
and before doing so I prayed earnestly to God 
that he would both make him see and feel 
that his chances of doing good were slipping 
away and his opportunities were growing less. 
After trudging long distances and making 
many calls, I got the interview. He told me 
it was not .through any animus against the 
Salvation Army that he had not given any- 
thing for all these years, but because his town 
was one of the poorer, and he was called 
upon to frive lareely to its benevolences, that 
he was unabic to give to us. He certainly 
had no intention of altering his purpose. 

Presently he lifted a letter from his desk 
saying, " 1 hav<; just received some £4^)00 
that have unexpectedly come to me, and I 



am giving it away, as I am. feeling that my

The door opened, a frail little figure -was

■■ Please, let me in ; I have come here to die," 

Quickly ili^little soul was gsthtred in trom 
the loneliness and blackness oi the night. 

■■ You have net come here ro die, 1 tbink, 
bat to be loved and helped and saved,'' said 
the niatron kindly. 

" Tvo, sisicr: 1 have made up my mini that 
I cannot ii\e ani^ longer in this misery." 

Then the terrible story was told. 

" Mother died when I was a baby, father 
iTiarrJ^rl ? (ra jn 3nd HI" ste^nrolhar hated me. 
Many a lime she dragged me through the 
house by my ha.r; ihr kicked me with her 
boois tiii I was covered with bruises. I 
errew uo -vvstJi bitrernefift in mv heai^, and 
when J came home from school almost every 
day she wouid say, * I wish you were in the 
streets.' -\s soon as I was old enough I got 
a situation, but because 01 my gloomy dis- 
pos't'on nobody eared for me, "till 1 inet him. 
He told nic he loved me, and I believed him, 
bnd my heart was so fond of him. 

" He went away after I told hiai I felt I 
was to become a mother. 1 don't know where 
he went. I was told you helped poor girls 
like me, and I have come to die, sister^ i 
know I cannot live any longer." 

Home influences, kind words, and kinder 
acts soon won her poor broken heart to the 
Saviour of the lost. A few daj-s alter her 
conversion the baby came. Aii seemed to be 
going well, but all the time .-Nnnie persisted 
that she had come in to die, and so it proved. 

.■Vftsr 2 calm, yet affectionate farewell, a 
gathering of the other Rescue eirls round her 
bed. and a final good-bye to the officers, both 
the poor, ill-treated mother and her sweet 
little babe were gathered Home; 

'The doctor said it was a mystery, but both 
officers and girls felt that God had made no 
mistake — and had taken the girl and faer 
child to heaven that they might really know 
what love means.

" I h^vc uGW returucu io Colombo, alter 
iather a busy tea days in Jaffru. North C?v. 
Ion. I mentioned in my letter last week abou; 
the village meeting, Tchere we received so.^le 
ibirty or fortj' families as adherents. The 
oBScer in charge reports that, including i'ovm^ 
people, we have quite one hundred adherenu 
in this village (Myliddy), ail of whom ar^ 
Hindoos. As there are about 1,000 people at 
i^t in this caste, within a small radius, we 
sfacuid be able to win them al! for God and 
the Army. I was pleased to see many con- 
verts from the last meetings present at the 
series I conducted in Jaffna Collefre Hal!, 
and TO hear good accounts of them. On the 
first night we had twelve penitents, the. second 
night thirteen, and the last night twenty-two. 
This was a remarkable meeting. The first to 
volunteer to the mercy seat was a rich voung 
Hindoo student, who comes from a village 
where there are no ChriKians. His courage- 
ous act caused quite a sensation. He after- 
wards testified publicly, saying that he in- 
tended to follow Jesus. We shall see greater 
things in Jaffna."— Lieut.-Colonel Yesu Rat- 
nam.

Dr. James E. Shepherd, 2 smart-looking 
colored man, in his early prime, a Field Sec- 
retary among iicgiOcs in the south, gave an 
:ibk address at the International Sunday 
School Convention in Toronto recently, that 
held the great meeting in cJose ait^rntion 
th ro:jg'n-Out, He made the startlirig slateinent 
that there were 3^7,412 black children be- 
tween the ages of 3 and 14 in the United 
States. Tlie work of saving the negro was. 
therefore, largely in the hands of Jhe Siiiiday 
Schools. ilore than one-third of ail the 
American iicgro race were in the iv-nnuiative 
period and presented great posribiiiises for 
work. 

" Forty years ago my people could only 
boast of their religion, and ihat, though sin- 
cere, was very faulty. Just as a child looking 
into fairyland sees in that self-created, invis- 
ible world objects of delight, so my people, 
unlearned in the true love, of systematic 
spiritualism, created for themselves a spiritual 
world thai was not unlike the fairj'land of 
childhood — a reaching fonvard to the invis- 
ible, to the unknown, and a desire to know 
Him, but not according to anj' system that 
had been handed down to them: but slowly 
o»t of the error my race have largely out- 
jTOwu Or outlived a period of superstition, 
of dogmatic self-centred religion, and are 
seeking to know the true way. I -would make 
a mistake should I say tiiis awakening im- 
pulse had reached the millioHS ; for ihe masses 
the light is still feeble, stiii glimmering.

" My race a^-japidly Teaming that God 
will bless thema die years to come, if the 
training along right lines begins in the home, 
aiuuiiu ilic fireside — a fireside where uods 
Word is read, and a prayer for guidance 
offered each day, I am glad to report that 
in a large number of home where the family 
altar had been torn down it has been rebuilt, 
and from such homes in the future will come 
the pillars of people," 

The negro is rapidly learning the lesson 
of self-help, and for that he who would be 
helped must first help himself, and thus oi 
their own free will they have contributed

MOB l^HR eKS MLV RTiONilTS. 

THE OPENING OF MONTREAL V. ATTENDED BY BRUTAL TREATMENT 
OF WOMEN— POLICE POWERLESS BECAUSE INSUFFICIENT. 




The opening of the fifth corps in what is The police were a little better prepared 
known in Montreal as the Annex was marked , since the corporation attorney told the Mayor 

that the Army had the constitutional right 
to march and hold meetings, and that the 
corporation was liable .to be called upon for 
damages done by the mob. Fifty special 
policemen were on duty and nine arrests were 
made. 

It must be said that the press of Montreal 
are unanimous in denouncing the outrage, and 
it is equally certain that the better citizens 
of SL Louis, both Catholic and Protestar? 
alike, deplore the tact that itheir town has 
ieccived such tind'ssirabie notoriety. It is 
sincerely believed that the end of the per- 
secution has come, and that after this the 
officers and soldiers of the corps will be al- 
lowed to conduct their meetings without mo- 
lestation.

The Witness reporter writes: 

** The opening meetlEg 'was held on Saturday even- 
ing, but tlie order was not specially bad on Uiat 
o<iQit3\vii. An open-air meeting preceded rthe service 
In tlie ibaxracks. There was considerable hoC'ting 
and throwing, but no person or property was Injured 
The meeting on Sunday afternoon was also held 
In comparatively 3:ood order, but Stall-Capt. JMoore, 
who was in charge of the meetlns, was struck with 
a piece ofoom-cob as he was about to tike tlie 
car tor home. 

" Tlie cperatlons of the mob commenced on Si:nday 
evening and were continued last nlsl^t. The cpen- 
air juScuug on Suiiuuy evt;nins "waa very i-iugh. 
Tomatoes, stones, sticks, mud, anything that could 
be picked up off the street, lalnel on -the defenceless 
Salvationists from all sl^es. The assailants were 
uOlh men. and boys. 

" Gapt. Maiel TVehher, one of the secretaries at 
the Provincial Head^lUiirtera, who was walkins In 
the rear of the procession, was painfully Injured by 
a, man who deliberately kicked her, 

"At the open-air meetins also, while singins a 
aolo, Gapt. wetber was struck a stinelng blow to 
the face with an apple. Nearly every one of tlie 
Salvationists .were more or leaa paJnfuUy iiilured 
during the evening meetings, outdoors or In, 

*' liost night the attack was rcne^'Cd with more 

serious results. The sidewalli, street, and vacant 
lot In the vicinity of the open-air meeting T.'ers 
blocked Tfltii a. ci-owd {-.itimiited at 500 people. 

" StafE-Capt, Moore opened the service v/ltli a 
short addresE oa the objec's and mctJiada c° the 
Arniy. His remarks were, apparently, woll rec^iived.

one hundred and fifty people crowded tn. StafC-

The reporter goes on to describe in detail 
the brutalities ot the mob. After several dis- 
turbers ol the .meeLing had been requested 
to leave they contir ued their disturbances 
outside, where a cro\ d ol clieir sympathizers 
proved too much for the two policemen in 
attendance. Capt. Owen was sent for more 
police protection and icLuincd with One other 
policeman. His appearance caused a renewed 
frenzy. The Captain vas kieked, and hit with 
numerous missiles, at d the heavy plate glass 
window smashed. 

Not only were hard substances thrown into 
the hall, but finally jj juids were used by .the 
infuriated crowd. First a bottle of assafcetida 
was emptied just inside the door, and this not 
being bad enough, the contents of a bottle of 
ammonia were thrown over the door-keepers. 
Some of the liquid reached their faces and 
ruined their clothes. The lock had bee.", 
tampered with, making it impossible to lock 
the door from the outside. 

Even some sympathizers with the Army 
came in for rough treajtment. 

The women officers who were more or less 
injured weie Mrs. Brigadier Turner, Ensign 
Cabrit, Lieut. Hellberg. Capts. Patterson and 
Webber, The majority of the brave mob 
who so valiantly attacked a handful oi de- 
fenceless women were lull-grown men. 
S'tafF-Capt, Moore Injured. 
The climax of the persecution at St. Louis 
came on Thursday night, when a mob of five 
thousand gathered to attack the few .Salva- 
tionists who gathered. Staff-Captain Moore 
was painfully injured, his face being bruised 
and cut by stones. 

A guard of 300 Army sympathizers had 
organized itself and came lo Lht rescue of the 
Salvationists. After some hand-to-hand 
tussles the ,300 managed to press the 5,000 
back into it. Lawrence Main, IVIontreal. It 
must be siild, liDwevtr, that comparatively a 
small number of the huge crowd were dis- 
turbers, but 01 course it is impossible to tell 
the temper of a crowd by .the cowardly ele- 
ment that completely wrecked our hall at St. 
Louis.

Brigadier Turner, the Provincial Oiticer, 
writes; 

/' The open-air service was listened to with 
a fair degree of interest, as was also the inside 
meeting, where s nice crowd Lad gathered. 
The difficulty commenced on Sunday after- 
noon, when the comrades started for honie at 
ihe conclusion of the service. A large crowd 
had assembled round the building, also up 
and down the streets, and hurled all sorts and 
conditions of missiles at the Salvationists, 
while the crowd followed them for a cos- 
siderable distance. • The open-air Sunday 
night was vciy stormy, as was the Inside 
service. All sorts of missiles were burled at 



the building and at our people. Althougn in 
one was seriously hurt, the comrades esc nei 
with a number of bruises. Monday 1 e'ln ' 
T.abor Day, the rough dcmCiiL h<id evid.n ,t 
planned to organize against us, auj cann out 
in full force. 

" Everything was in an uproar, the frrr mt 
crowd acting like madmen, A SalvaL'.. n ,t 
of No. I. got seriously injured. The .iic -,c 
was broken up in the confusion that folic 1 .1 
nearly all the glass in the front of the buii hiiij 
was smashed, a bottle of ammonia and tn 
other of chloroform was thrown at the ijr -jr- 
keepers and into the building, until all pr, ^m 
were nearly choked. 

"The Tuesday night gathering was si ne 
what quieter, owing .to the fact that an or in 
ized band of Protestant men and bo)"5 Tid 
gathered of their own accord to protect ti- 
Army. Wednesday night was stormy, o\ nq 
to the fact that an organized and premedit '■■ ■ 
plan was unfortunately successful in brisl- 
ing up our meeting, while the utmost \\„"= 
done to mob our people, who were gallautlj 
defended by those who had risen up in ur 
defence, Staff-Capit, Moore, v/ho went tc th-- 
door in order to help -maintain order, \ •• 
struck in the face near the eye, and sevtrc\ 
cut, while his face is bruised generally.

My Dear Comrades, — 

I hope I sliall not weary you by again re- 
turning' to the question of a pure heart. The 
subject is so important to .the whole Christian 
church, to the entire Salvation Army — na}-, 
to the wide, wide world- — that it must be Jifted 
up. Holiness has been so great a blessing 
to us in the pas.t, and will, I am sure, be so 
much greater a blessing to us in the future, 
that I feel that it must be brought to the 
front. You must see its value and understand 
its meaning. If you are not living In the en- 
joyment of the peace, power and gladness of 
holiness, it is, possibly, because you entertain 
some mistaken notions respecting it. The 
ability of the devil to lead people astr.13' on 
this, as on many other cpiestions, is largely 
in proportion to his power to deceive tlieni. 
Can I better make you understand what is 
meant by purity of lieart? 

Yon will renumber th;it in my last ietler 
I tri(.d to show you tli.it by a i;ure iieai t we 
did not mc'an a heart that could not, or vvoul'l 
not, be tenipied; or could not, or would not, 
be called to suffer; nor that the soldier out 
of whose heart all impurity had been expelled 
coitid not sin, or would have reached such a 
:tate of experience lieyond which lie wouUl 
n. it be able to grow in faith, and hope and 
chajity, and in all liu: graces of the Holy 
Spirit. 

What, .then, is a piiro heart? I reply that 
a pure heart is a heart ; liat has been cleansed 
by the Holy Spirit froin all sin, and enabled 
to please God in all it does; to love Him with 
all its powers, and i. ■; neighbor as itself. 
Where this experience is enjoyed by anyone 
it may be said that God has made the heart 
pure, even as He is pure. 

But here I may be asked the question : 
" Docs not God uestov this wonderful de- 
liverance from sin on the soul at conver.sion .'' 
Does He not sanctif)' ^nd make it good and 
holy at the same time that He pardons its 
sins?" No, .1 reply; although a great work 
is done fijr the soul at c^lllvel^iun, Its deli\er

ance from sin at that time is not complete. 
It is true that He dees a great deal for a 
man when He makes that remarkable ciiange. 
He destroys the bondage in which sin holds 
ihc transgressor; buit the destruction of .sin 
out of the heart and out of the life is not en- 
tire. Here let me try and show you the dif- 
ference in the purification that comes to a 
man when he is fully cleansed. I will do 
this by setting forth the three different states 
into which the soul can come with respect to 
sin : 

I. Before a mzn 01 a woman is converted, 
some particular sin is master of the soul. 
That is, some unlawful appetite or selfish 
passion always rules the individual, and makes 
him act as it dictates. 

What do I mean by sin being the master? 
1 an.swer that the unconverted' soul is held 
by it in a bondage from which it cannot get 
away. It has n,j choice. It is under its 
powti'. It must sin. The soul may have light 
to see its evil and ruinous character. It may 
hjte ;.t, struggle again.st it, make resolutions 
never to do it again. I^nt it is driven by its 
own nature lo do the things that it docs not 
wajit to lIu; and is prevented from doing the 
tiling.^ -that it wishes to do, oireii, s.6 the 
a;;o.-iiIe describes, crying out in bitterness of 
spirit, as it struggles and fights with it, "Ob, 
wretched man that I am; who can deliver me 
from this wretched condition of slavery that 
is worse ithan death ?" 

This is the experience of every unsaved 
man and woman; at least ito every one who 
has light to see what an evil thing sin is. It 
is true that the character oi' (lie luastcring sin 
will differ in different persons. In some per- 
sons the governing 'Cvil may be somothing 
that is looked upon by the world as vulgar, 
such as drunkenness, or lust, or dishonesty, 
or gambling, or some other evil passion that 
has got hold of the sinner, and from which 
he cannot get awav. and for which every prec- 
ious thing on earth and in heaven is sacrificed. 
In other ca.ses, it may be some sin ithat Is not 
so much despised by ^vhat is called the re- 
spectable part of the comnuinity, such as 
pride, ambitiofi, selfishness, heart infidelity, 
01 ihj like. P.ut, m some form oj olhei siU 
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rules in the heart of every ungodly man. lie 
is mastered by sin. 

2. Now let 12S look -nt th-r; second itatc intu 
which a man can come with respect to sin. 
When he is sav-td, nol only does he receive 
pardon for sin, but deliverance from its bond- 
age, 'ihe yoke is broken, the fetters are 
snapjjed, ihe pri.son doors are op^'u, he is free ! 
Instead of sin being his master, he is the 
master of sin. Instead of drink, or teniper, 
or money-worship, or worldly pleasure, or 
some other devilish thing driving him down 
the broad way to destruction, against his 
judgment, against 'his own wishes, against 
the strivings of the Spirit, he is made free to 
do the v^ili of God and climb the narrow way 
to heaven. 

But, great and glorious as is the change 
wrought in. the heart at conversion, maybe 
deliyerancc is nui cumptete. ihe power of 
sill IS broken, but there are still evil tendencies 
left in the soul. Thtre are what the apostle 
terms " the roots of bitterness." These ordin- 
arily g.-ow and increase in power, involving 
the soul in constant conflict, and, as the nime 
goes by, they often gain the mastery, and as 
a result there is much sinning and repeiiting. 

3. Then comes the third state. Tii ed of 
this confiict, hating .these internal evils, we-ep- 
ing over the pride and malice and envy and 
selfishness that the soul still finds within, it 
rises up and cries out — 

•' Tell me what to do to be pure 

In the .sight of !he all-Seeing eyes? 
Tell me, is there no thorough cure, 
_ i\o escape from the sins 1 despise'.' 
Tell Die, can I never be free 

From the terrible bondage within .^ 
Is there no deliverance for me? 

■Must J ahva3-s have sin dwell within?" 
'I'o this question CL^d sends the answer 
hack : " Then will 1 sprinkle clean water 
u]jon you and ye shall be clean ; from all yotu 
nlLhmessaud trum all vonr idols will I cleanse 
you, and a new spirit'will 1 put within you; 
and I will take awav the .stony heart out of 
3;our (lesli, aiul 1 wdl give ^■ou .-.n heart oi 
riesh. .-Vnd 1 wdi put hy Spirit within vou 
to walk in My statues, and ye shall kcep'tVIy 
commandments and do them." ".All tilings 
are possible to him that bclicveth."

Now that the peaci treaty between Russia 
and Japan has been signed by the pJcnioo- 
te-itiaries of both cot.iiifrie=;, suliierh to the 
ratification of both Emperors, the butchery 
in rthe Far East has happily come to ^ii end. 
The news of peace has, however, been re- 
ceived with greater relief and rejoicing in 
other countries than tliose directly concerned. 
The Japanese public at first were cnr,ig-cd at 
the fact that Russia pays no indemnity, while 
the Russians have, Bs a natjcn, been very 
much divided in their ajttitude toward the 
war, and the advocates of war feel humiliated 
at a peace which leaves theni as the conquered 
party. In some of the large cities of J?.pnn 
rioting took place, in which police stations, 
a tew churches, some legation buildings, and 
a few foreigners suffered, but thc_ dis;urb- 
ances were quelled. Hov/ever, as time goes 
on Japan will better reali/.c that it has gained 
substantially even without an indemnity. 

Russian Unrest. 

The great Empire is lorn with -internal 
strife and revolutionary movements, in spite 
of the continuous efforts from the thro.ie to 
guide the ship of state safely through the 
breakers from the sea of autocracy to the 
safer haven of ConstiitniiuTiHl GovenimenL. 
Strikes, insurrections and open revoit jcccp 
breaking out in the more populous centres, 
whiic the aroused suspicious of an i;r»--'-n: 
peasantry is made use of by agitators to 
further their ends. IJnhappy Russia xiecds 
our prayers and sympatiiy, that oi-der_ maj' 
pome out of the preseiii elvios, and with, it 
v.'il! come enlightenm'-nt and I'rprnom. 

Persecution of Jews. 

It is regrettable liiat Liiere is sucii a per- 
sistent persecution of the Jcvv-s in Russia, and 
especially regrettable is tire fact that not only 

and even soldiers, are tailing part in it. At 
Kerlch the atrocities con;; .itted were revolt 
uig. A despatch from the e states IJiat ''the 
Jew-baiters ran amuck, p..mdering and des- 
troying property and bursing houses in all 
directions.

insensible. Some of them s :ized the two-year- 
old son of a Jewish trad, ^man named Hir^ 
seiini.ni.n and thrcv/ h:-;; to a bopSiv. th^y 
had made of Hirschmann\- furniture; he w^s 
burned alive before the e cs of his parents. 
Many similar outrages ai reported. After 
the atrocities had been proceeding i-ume 
hours, sixty young Jews armed themselves 
wiith revolvers and resolvi;d lu delcr.Ct tnc 
Gh-ttn. The Governor, who had hi'herto 
been passive, inimcdiately .summoned troops, 
who fired on the defenders, killing thrc-: and 
wounding cleveii. The totn! Jcv.dsh rasn;;ltics 
were six killed and over 200 injured. ^^ Six 
hundred were reduced to destitution." At 
Kishineff, at the funeral of two Jewish girls 
who had been killed, the crowd vvas^shot into 
without provocation, and aboii.t fifty shot 
down. When a deputation went to se;; Uvj 
Governor it resulted in another massacre m 
front of the Government Kouse. When will 
this Jew-baiting end ? ^ 

Famine and Tartar Rising. 

To the horrors of a famine, due to a failure 
of the crops in twenty-iwo governuu.uLs, 
which will probably make it a worse famine 
Th^n that 01 iSyi, now con-.=3 the terrible r.c-.v.-: 
o: a Tartar uprising, which long had been 
l)lanni.d. All the inhabitants of several Ar- 
ijn.,..in villages have bee.'i yn^^'^r.rvod. The 
pimupal lighting is in liaku and Shusba, 
against which places the Tartars liave laid 
^ r, cr.jljr Pingp. All ihn immense stores of 
coal oil and°naphta have been set on fire, 
<lcstioying many million, dollars' 'worth of 
ui ■jpcr'ty and making a desert of a centre oE 
J[icni^try. 'J'roops have been dcspatciied, but 
hive been unable to overcome the revolt. 
'J !ic .atroeiliet; eom.milted are fearful. One 



thousand five hundred ,A.rmenians have been 
butchered by the revolting Tartar soldiery — 
women terrible tortured and chddren dashed 
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thousand nersons havp been killed and several 
thousand wounded, almost exclusively Per- 
sians, Armenians and Tartars. The loss of 
revenue to the Governm^fnt bv the destruction 
of the oil wells, distilleries and silk factories 
will be about one hundred million dollars 
per year. It is said that there is conclusive 
evidence that the revolt was a Moiiammedan 
plot to conquer the country. 

Floods and Earthquakes.

DiSEnsbS OF THE EYE^—tContinned.) 
GrsfialsT Lids. 

Tbis term is applied to a state c f the eyelids in 
which the Inai-r surfaces of the lids L-re studded with 
minute bodies ahoitt .the size of a p-ik^a bead, wblcb 
may lie closely together over the ei.tire lid, or may 
be sca.ttereJ in dittertnt parts of it, uunng the early 
stages of the affection these little bodies, called 
grail ulacionj?, are red and bleed easily upon pressure; 
OLji after a time thty become hard and wnite, atid 
the mucous membrane between ;hein becomes 
shrunken ajid yellow. At the b£diiu-:ng of this dis- 
coiiv lu^ ey^ Is 'zi^ii^z^y ^e^, but In Li.£ iaiicr rii^ie ii 
becomes paie and somewhat yellow. 

These granulations arise as a resu-t of a purulent 
inflammation of the eyes, or as the continuation of 
an Ordinary inltanunation. In some cases they seem 
to be ibe result of continued Irrlta^on of the eyes 

compelled to employ the eyes constantly on fine work. 
Granular lids arc nol usuauy found In persons of 
robust health and a good sanitary conditioB; they 
are most frequently met with amongst j^et^le who 
ilve in closely crowded Quarters, neglectful of sanli' 
ary re<iuirements. They ^re, therefore, more fre- 
quently seen among the poorer i^ln^gt^-^. especially 
those whose general health is evidently Impaired. 
They may exist for a considerable time without sav- 
ing any more annoyance than a sllgbt sense of 
roughness on the lids, and perhaps a little .tendency 
in the lids to stick together In the morning, ia the 
majority of cases, however, ther« i" fncr^ase-J dis- 
charge from the eyes, and a consUint feeling an If 
there was sand in the eyes. The severity of these 
symploius is increased by exposore to cold wind, 
or from the glare of the sun ae reflected from snow 
or from tbe surface of water. 

Symptoms, — The patient's attention Is first ittract' 
ed by a feeling of heat and fulness In tbe eye, &r.t! 
hy a sensation as if there were particles of sai.d or 
other foreign bodies constantly irritating the sur- 
face of the eye. There is also !ncr??.?e<I Pens'hlilty 
to llgbt, and usually a discbarge of watery !:quld 
which causes the lids to stlclc togetlier in the n orn- 
Ing. The edges of the lids are red, and somewhat 
tli.'ckened, and In alvanoed cases the upper iid is 
apt to droop somewhaL

surface of the upper . lid lie In contax:! -with the

Occasionally the eyts trouhied with granular tid3 
Secome suddfr.ly Incamed In a lilgii iScer**; ISr lids 
are then intensely red, swollen and puiTed, and niay 
h^ kept spasruudically closed In consequence of ihe 
excessive sensitiveness to light; an attempt to open 
them is e3:trsmi-iy painful, una is aceotajianied by 
a guah of tears which sweeps out string of mucous. 

Cartfcl mantsgement and appropriate treatment 
usually succeed In Tfimoving the granulations, and, 
as a result. In restoring the clearness of the cimea. 
If the affection has been of only short duration, we 
may hope for complete and almost perfect reccivery 
In every resjiect. The prospect Is, however. v,orse 
in old cases; the mucous membrane of the eye be-- 
comes much changed In quality. It Is no lunger 
red and soft, but becomes white and hard like a scar. 
The result of this Is frequently th3.t the -.ippsr lid 
Is drawn inward toward the globe of the eye so 
that the eyelashes constantly rah against the surface 
of tbe cornea. The eScct of this Irritation is. of 
course, to aggravate the condition of tbe Cornea 
and tosilmlnlsh the prospects of ultimate recaven-.

HOUSEHOLD HINTS. 

Tomato Har=bit. — Toitiio rarebit is a chafing- 
dlsii delicacy. The materials are one cupful of ci-nned 
or stewed tonutoes, a v&y little onlou chopped fine, 
one capful of cheese broken in small pieces, salt and 
red pepper. Stew the toniatoes tin minutes, add the 
onion and the cheese. Cook till the cheese is soft; 
season and serve on small pieces of toast. 

Tomatoes StcfTed with Egg.— Select som-.- firm, 
round tomatr;cs of cqtial ai2e, cut a. slice frum the 
top of each, iind remove the ss^s taireiuiiy. Then 
place the tomatoes on a sieve to drain for an hour, 
coat the li^sldc with a layer of warm butter and 
scatter over it a small quantity oT citopped parsley. 
Break a new-laJd egg Into a coffee cup and turn tt 
carefully into one of ihe tomatoea. Pill them all !n 
lie EttuiH! ■M.-ay, replace the aires wnicn wa5 eu; from 
the ton of each, put them In a uUileiial tin, an 1 cook 
them in a hot oven for about ten minutes, or until 
the tomatoes are soft. They should he JiMtel with 
butter once or twice during the time, and Just hefore 
loey are done some browned crumbs should be 
sprinkled over them, serve the tomatoes oa round 
croutons of a suitable size and surroiinil fhem ttIiIi 
a d=;;citily uavored wblte sauce which has been 
inised with sufficient chopped parsley to give It a 
slightly sreen appearance.
